NO PRESUMPTION OF JURISDICTION

Department or 
agency inquiries regarding this memorandum, specifically those related to regulatory, legislative, or budgetary issues, 
should be directed to the Office of Management and Budget. 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the internal management of the executive branch and is not intended to, and 
does not, create any right, benefit, or trust responsibility, substantive or proceduraJ, enforceable at law or in equity, by a 
party against the United States, its agencies, entities, or insmimentalities, its officers or employees, or any other person.

Will v. Michigan Dept of State Police - Supreme Court ruling reported Nov. 1991

In the ORIGINAL aetion, this court was without subject-matter jurisdiction at ail times for muraple reasons. One o! 
the many reasons arises out of the repeated decision(s) of the Supreme Court, that the record of the case musi 
affirmatively contain a valid Petition for subject matter jurisdiction. Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 111. 1 18, 122 (1930): 
"The petition required to put the court in raotion and give it jurisdiction must be in conformity with the statute 
granting the right and must show all the faets necessary to aumorize it to act, -i.e,, it must contain all the statement 
which the statute says the petition shall state, - and if the petition feils to contain all of these essential elements tht 
court is without jurisdiction. Where a court is exercising special statutory jurisdiction the record must show upon te 
fece that the case is one where the courts have authority to act. Before a decree can have vitality the court must have 
jurisdiction not only of the person but of the subject matter." 

Ajudge does not follow staratory procedure, Armstrong v. Obucino, 300 IH. 140, 143 (1921).

The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 (1 Stat.50) Article 3 assured that "The utmost good faith shall always be 
observed towards the Indians; their lands and property shall never be taken without their consent; and, in theii 
property, rights and liberty, they shall never be invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful wars authorized b> 
Congress; but laws founded in justice and humanity, shall ftom time to tirae be made for preventing wrongs being 
done to them, and for preserving peace and friendship with them." 

Comment: The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 at Article 3 passed by the U.S. Congress assured Indian nations oj 
their fitture sovereignty. 

Jay Treaty Nov 19 1794 

Art III "It is agreed that it shall at all times be fi-ee to the Indians dwelling on either side of the said boundary line 
freely to pass and re-pass by I and or inland navigation, into the respective territories and countries of the two parties. 
on the continent of America, and to navigate all the lakes, rivers and waters thereof, and freely to carry on trade anc 
commerce with each other... nor shall the Indians passing or re-passing with their own proper goods and effects ol 
whatever nature, pay for the same any impost or duty whatever." 

Sperry Oil and Gas vs. Chiaholm (264 U.S. 488), 68 L.Ed 03, 44 S.Ct 372, it was found "...nor can the StaU 
courts assume jurisdiction in a controversy invorving Indians." 

Public Law 83-280 

(67 Stat.588, 18 U.S.C. ss 1 162 and 28 U.S.C. ss 1360) Limftation of state authority to alienate tribal land rights: 
(Nothing in this Act authorizes the) ...alienation, encumbrance or taxation of any real or personal property, includinj 
water rights belonging to any Indian or Indian tribe, band, or community that is held in trust by the United States oi 
is subject to a restrietion against alienation imposed by the United States; or shall authorize regulation or the use 01 
such property in a manner inconsistent with any federal treaty, agreement or statute or with any regulation madt 
pursuant thereto... 

Public Law 280Comment: 
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This act prohibits states from asserting jurisdiction whhin Tribal boundaries witfaout Tribal consent In Public Law 
280 states where tribes have entered into law enforcement agreemcnts with non-Natives, when a misdemeanor crimc 
is committed by an Indian whilc on a reservation and the arrcst is made by state or county law enforcement officers 
ajurisdictional issue arises as whether the state or the tribe has the jurisdiction. When a county prosecutor or distric 
attorney stipulates that the matter is transferred to the jurisdiction of the tribal court, h is a clear indication of respec 
for that court. [No valid agreement here in Togiak made between a Native or non-Native agency] 

State of Washington vs. Guthrie, 1994 
Tribes, which uphold and practice Tribal Law, Custom and Tradition often, have laws niat are different than laws 
and customs of the United States of America. The Kuiu Kwaan of Alaska successfiilly argued Personal Jurisdictiot 
in a crimmal case in which Tlingit youth harmed a white man in Washington state. The Kuiu Tribal Coun 
successfiilly argued that Petitioners were subject to the jurisdiction of the Tribc under Tlingit Law wherever they 
may reside. 

Ada E. Deer, Assistant Secrctary, Indian Affairs, U.S. Department of the Interior 
June 23, 1994 memorandum: "Tribes, as sovereigns, are not subject to State jurisdiction, are not subordinate to State 
Govemments, and should not be dealt with through Federal/State processes and arrangements designed to serve the 
interests of the general public..." 

Memorandum for the Heads of Executive Departments and Agencies 
Government-to-Government Relationship with Tribal Govemments 

Hie United States has a unique legal and political relationship with Indian tribes and a special relationship with 
Alaska Native entities as provided in the Constitution of the United States, treaties, and Federal statutes. President! 
for decades have recognized this relationship. President Nixon announced a national policy of self-determination foi 
Indian tribes in 1970. More recently, Executive Order 13175, entitled Consultation and Coordination with Indiar 
Tribal Govemments, was issued in 2000. 1 reiterated my Administration's adherence to a government-to-governmen 
relationship and support for tribal sovereignty and self-determination earlier this year in Executive Order 13336 
entitled American Indian and Alaska Native Educatton. 

My Administration is committed to continuing to work with federally recognized tribal govemments on t 
government-to-government basis and strongly supports and respects tribal sovereignty and self-determination foi 
tribal govemments in the United States. I take pride in acknowledging and reaffirming the existence and durabiliry 
of our unique government-to-govemment relationship and these abiding principles. 

This commitment begins at the White House, where my Director of Intergovernmental AfEairs seryes as my Whitt 
House liaison with all Indian nations and works with federally recognized tribal govemments on an 
intergovernmental basis. Moreover, it is critical that all departments and agencies adhere to these principles anc 
work with tribal govemments in a manner that cultivates mutual respect and fosters greater unders tanding to 
reinforce these principles. 

Accordingly, the head of each executive department and agency (agency) shall continue to ensure to the greatesi 
extent practicable and as permitted by United States law that the agency*s working relationship with federally 
recognized tribal govemments fully respects the rights of self-government and self-determination due triba 
govemments. Department or agency inquiries regarding this memorandum, specifically those related to regulatory. 
legislative, or budgetary issues, should be directed to the Office of Management and Budget 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the internal management of the executive branch and is not intendec 
to, and does not, create any right, benefit, or trust responsibility, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in 
equhy, by a party against the United States, its agencies, entities, or instrumentalities, its officers or employees, oi 
any other person.

Will v. Michigan Dept of State Police - Supreme Court ruling reported Nov. 1 99 1 
491 U.S. 58, 57 L W 4677 (1989) State officials sued in their individual capacrties are "persons" under 42 USC 1983 
who may be held liable for damages for civil rights violations. State officials can be held personaily liable foi 
actions taken in the course of their official duties. Justice Sandra Day O'Connor wrote tfaat Section 1983 was 
designed to rcdress violation of civil rights by persons acting under color of state law and thus it would stand th< 
statute on its head to hold that a state official could not be held liable "precisely because of her authority" as a state 
official. 

Comment: It is generally held that this ruling is a minimum ruling that may extend to othcr areas of injury.
